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Ne main Reaſon which Induces” tis to publiſh this Melancholly Ac- 


count of the untimely ends of ſuch as have forfeited their Lives to 
offend Juſtice,' by. breaking the known Laws, is to deter others 
Tom ſuch raſh and lawleſs Enterprizes, as mult inevitably end in their Ru- 
an and diſgrace ; with which, frequent Examples furniſh the word, of 
Wauch, aftermany precedent, take the following, 
- William Blower Chirurgion, of the Pariſh of Sr. Allha/lows Barkiw, being 
Sryed upon an IndiQtment of High Treaſon, for Cliping, Fileing, and Defa- 
Eng the Lawful and Current Coin of this Kingdom, and upon proof that 
Supings, and Cliping-Inftruments were found in his houſe fougd Guilty 
and rcceyved Sentence of Death on the 18h of July; when returning to, 
HNewoete hebetook himſelf to his retirement, and for a time was much de- 
ted and diſcontented in Sighs and Groans, deploring his ſad misfortune, but 
Ling comforted by the wholeſome Advice of fuch Reverend Divines, as 1 
Kriſtian Charity came to fit and prepare him for another World ; laying a- 
= all thoughts of any long contiguance in this ; and looking upoa himſelf 
2dying man, he betook himſelfto Prayer and Meditation, confeſſing the 
Sepravity of his Nature, and acknowledging himſelf to bea Sinner in a high 
egree : they earneſtly preſſed him to lay open the ſecrets of his Heart be- 
Fore the great God of Heaven; and with - Humility and —_ i 
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humble himſelf, and mplore Mercy and Forgiveneſs, through the Merits of 
61ir Bleſſed Sxviour who laid down his Life for Sinners ; laying Betore-hyp 
the Pegitence of David, the Patience of Job, + the bumble and {iubnyive 
Expreſfionsof the Prodzge/ in his return ; the Expreſſion of the Perizehy 
Goaler, and the dying words of the Thtet upon the Crotis; the forrow of 
| Mary Mazdalen, and divers Recorded.in Sacred wric, tor true Penitents, ang 
unfeigned Converts, aſſuring him that God, 1n the Name and lor the lake of 
his beloved Son, our ever Bleſſed Saviour, 1s at ai! times witling to accept of 
tlioſe that repent, and'turn from thEevilof ther ways, and thit he will inng 
wiſe rejeeF'the humble, and thoſgthatare vt a brokeivand cantrite Fpreit , 
admoniſhing him'to try and examinehim{clt, for tne good and well-fartof 
his Immortal Soul, of more value than the whole World, and therefore ought 
to be highly priſed above - what he could fhigk or imagine, not regarding 
what became of his Body, ſo that incſtimable Jewel arrived ſafe at the Hea 
venly Canaan, and that a bare belief that Chrift ſhed his precious Blood to 
ſave him was not ſufficient, but that he muſt wholly caſt bimſelf- upon. him; 
counting himſelf altogether unworthy of any favour at the hands of the Al. 
mighty, whom. he mary ways highly oTended, but in and through the Merits 
of his Bleſſed Son, who ſhed his precious Blood to attone for the [1ns of man-

After, theſe, - and many 'the like. pious Expreſſions ;\a Worthy: Divine 
proceeded to ask him how 1t fared:with him, arid how he tound himlelf, as to. 
his State in another World, requiring him to give him an Account what af: 
ſurance or hope he had, &c. to which; with mych meekneſs and humility he 
replyed, that at firſt, viz. Immediately after his Condemnation, lc tound 
_ ſtrugling within himſelf, and Jaboured uncer ſtrange Temptations, his 
eart not being plyable as it ought, bunt thathe hadicarnettly laboufed to over- 
come them, and reduce himſelt roa calm and plyable temper, fit to take the 
Iinpreſſſons of ſaving Grace, but could not ſocn prevail ; yet after mvch 
ſerious and fervent Prayer to Almighty God, to ſtrengthen and ena3!> hia 
fo reſiſt and overcome the Temptzr ; he found the Tenwelt or {irug- 
ling in hir Soul allayed, and ſucceeded by a ſedate calmn<', which eve: {2ce 
continued to his great comfort ; acknowledvir.g thic ke 12d been a great fin- 
tier, and that for his perſeverance in many known fins, God 2d ſuttered 
him to fall under this afiQtion : Then being askel by the Reverend U: 71.2, 
whether he uſed not Prayer and reading the Holy Scripture; he an{wered tit 
the hurry of Buſineſs had oi late made him ſow hat remiſs in tho Haty DS 
tys, butthat he was exceeding ſorry for hi; neglect, begirig pardon of Gat 
for ſuch his. neglett, After theſe and divers other facred admonitt0ns, 
they prayed | with him, .beſeeching- the Almighty - to give himatrie 
ſenſe: of his. fins; and; a heart lincerely -to repent: That: he would pat- 
- don his former Tranſgreſſions, and have mercy upon his precious and immore 
tal $-ul. «' When after ſome other nectifary Exhortatiofis arid an Application 
of: what had been urged, he.left him in a calm temper-of mind, altogether un 
ſhakertby-fear of approaching Dea th, but rather expreſſing a kind of a joy, Of 
a lacritie that-God had mhde him fenfible of his latter end; and given hit 
knowledge of:the certain Number of his days. 
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Robert Erancis;of thee Pariſfpof-St. Andrews Holbourn Tnditted thie ſame Seſi92t 
#9£he former;: upon his Tryal was found Guilty of wilful Murther, for givirlg 
Thomas Dexgetfeld aWownd im the Eye,with a lirele ſtick on the 4th. of J##y,0 

which Wound:he dyed: im Newgate, on the $th of the ſame Month, for which, 
re&iving Sentence of Death on the 18:h. and being returried to thePreſs-yar# 
lie began ſeriouſly to confider what he had done,becoming more Melancholly 
than © ver, -andas mul as ftood with conveniercy, retired from compenys 
lexouily reflelting upon his latter end, ſaying, what he had done was my 
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ether without any p7reacaitated Mail, tne vas wnſortunately 
— and ode on the Croude-out of curiolity'to ſee the Priſener, 
cwhom he bad litcle or no knowledge only by report, and that an tnhappy 
on «4 paſſing, he puſhed at him witli his C4ze, -not imagining it v oald have 
m_—_ of faral conſequence ; ſaying, that he had lived in credit and repurtatl- 
pre not being given to quarrel, nor tranſporteg with paſhon ro a detfee of 
© i{chiefeing any perion before this unhappy Accident, hoping the Gow ot 
Mercys would pardon his ſins: As for Death, alcho* it ſhould be his msfor - 
une to fall untimely, yet he would chearfully tubmit to what the Laws infl}- 
Red on him, giving much heed to fuch as admoniſhed rim to be mtffdful ot 
kis furure ſtate, ofren reading and meditating borh before and after he' ha 
noticea Warrant was ſigned for his Exccution, expreſſing a calm remper 
and quiet of mind, {peaking cheartully to tuch as catly come to viſe him”, 
deſiring them not to be troubled or concerne1 at his mirfortune, fince jt way 
befallen him and could not now be remedied ; and that he was ſenfibly fopry 
for what he had cone, notwithſtanding the deceaſed was a perſon of Evil 
Fame, ſaying, that he hoped it would be a warnging to others, thereby to 
hinder them from ſuch rath ard unadviſed ACtion ; and lo continued as ors

Henry Anthony, being, tound Guilty as the former, for breaking open tlie 
houſe-of one Mr. 1revo7 in the Pariſh of St. Catherizes, on the 234. of Fuze 
lak; and fealing rhree Gold-Rings, a Silk-Hood, and: other things of Va- 
lue ;- himſelf being faken in the Fatt. Afﬀrer his recurn to Newgate, way oem 
ing himſelt a-Seeur'ty of Liſe, as is imagined by thoſe rhar viſited im, he 
appeared not to be {0 ſenſible of his latter end as a periſon in his conditton 
ou2htz, norv ithſtanding to iuch queſtions as were propoſed: by divers vis 
ſuants, he chearfully aniwered laying, Þe had heen well educated and-cate-: 
fully brought up, but being oi a rambling Nature, as ſoon as he was capable 
he betook him{elf ro the Seas enterprizing divers Voyages to Spain, Fraxce, 
and Italy, making good returns, ſuitable to his Station, but being out of em- 
ploy as to Maritim affairs and his mony growing ſhort, he betook himſelf to 
evil courſes, being rather perſwaded thereto, than any way prompted by his 
Natural Inclinations, adding, that he had conſiderable Relatiois, bnt was 
willing to conceal their Names, cc. leaſt his diſgraceful end ſhould an 
ways tefleft upon their Reputation, confeſſing he had been guilty of many 
Capital Sins, and would not be reclaimed neither. by ſeverity nor civil Per- 
{waſion, but following his own headſtrong reſolution he by hauntirzftich 
Houſes as were frequented bybad Company,hewas drawn 1n to pectake with 
them in their unlawful Enterpriſes, one Sin calling on anotlter , ſo that in 
the end he was hardened in Iniquity ſcoffing at and difpileing good Admo- 
nitions, which if he had fſeriontly regarded would have prevented the-miſ- 
chiefthat was befallen him, but fecing time was paſt he muſt make the beſt 
on it, avd bear itas patiently as he could hoping God would give him 
ſtrength ro go through it : and that although he had offended him ma a high 
Nature, he would in his laſt Extreamity give him Comfort and have pitty 
0n his Soul, and that it.might go well with him in the other. World. -.Hede- 
lied the Pravers of all good Chriſtian; whilſt he was yet Alive, being 1n 
the End very attentiye.to thoſe that gave him good advice relateing to his 
lmmortal Sfate-! But-co0ld hardly. be, indiiced to ptay for himſelf. 

J5"z :4073an, Tryed the ſame Seſſions as the former and found Guilty, for 
breaking cp2n the Houſe of ohe Mr. Filk;ns of. the Pariſh of St." Leonard 
Vhoreditcy, Oi: ne 301h. of Juze laſt, and ſtealing tno Cloth Coats, a pair 
0 Breeches, a Crape Gown and other things the goods of the faid Filkins, 
upon his being returned to Neweate,. confelſed himfelf xo be an notorious 
"ner, and rhat after his providential Eſcaping many dangers, God had 
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ſuffered him at laſt to fall into the Snare : Being asked whether he was drawn 
in to commute this Robery by the Alurments of bad Company : he ſaid he 
never kept any Company that was fo bad as himſelf, he having been anun. 
happy proficient in moſt Vices, which bad in a manner hardened his Heart 
and obliterated the fear of Death due to his many Crimes , yet he was not 
lett altogerher without hope, for he was ſenſible God was a merciful God,” 
though he had but ſmall reaſon to expect it at his hands, whom-he had fo 
highly diſhonoured in the Series of his Life, which was now come ina man. 
ner to a Period, and he beleived this had betallen him to give him a ſight and 
ſenſe of his Sins. For the Almighty had as he had often been intormed 
wonderous ways to bring preverſe Wretches home to himſelf, and humble 
then for their paſt Failings, as for the fear of Death he ſaid it little troubled 
him, for he khew be muſt Die, aud to be {o cut off was but to go out of the 
World a little ſooner than ordinary though he could have been content it had 
been otherwiſe.

Blower on a Sledg, Francis ina Coach and the other 2 in a Cart, where 
being prayed with part of Pſalm Sung and the other vſual Offices perfor- 
med, the Cart drew away and left them to the mercy of their Creator,

V anderhurft, George Attwell, Samuel Anderton, Thomas Weil, Nathaniel Page;
